Some 
of the other non commissioned staff desire in time 
to better their posilions, and we should be glad to 
see them able to do so.

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PAYMASTER-GENERAL W. B. RocHeEsTER, U. 8. A., 
rejo.ned his family this week at Vineyard Haven, 
with whom he will remain until the end of the 
month when they will all return to Washington and 
to their comfortable home at 1320 Eighteenth St., 
N. W. Major Dewey is acting as Paymaster-General 
during General Rochester’s absence and also as Post 
Paymaster in place of Major Tucker, who is in 
Chicage on leave of absence. The failure of the de- 
ficiency bill last year has somewhat curtailed the 
work in the back pay and bounty branch, of which 
Major Dewey is at the head, so that he is enabled to 
relieve his brother officers without detriment to the 
Service, uccasionally. 








In connection with the vacancy existing on the 
disability retired list of the Army, the War Depart- 
ment has had its attention called to the slowness of 
promotion in the Artillery arm of the Service, and 
the case of ist Lieutenant Wm. Ennis, 4th Artillery, 
who has served in h s present grade since May, 1866, 
is cited as an example. These hints come at an op- 
portune time. The vacancy now exists, and in a day 
or two there will, im all probability, be an officer— 
since Captain Arthur Morris, 4th Artillery, is now 
to be ordered bofore a retiring board—ready 
to fill it, and the way thus be opened to a Captaincy 
for Lieutenant Ennis. The fact that the Depart- 
ment will wait to hear from the Board in Captain 
Morris’s case before filling the vacancy is thought 
to be evidence that he is contemplated for the place. 








Ir is hoped that the Secretary of the Navy will 
not pause in his good work of rebuilding the Navy. 
A class of »mall vessels of composite build is im- 
peratively needed for the Naval Service in Chinese 
rivers, Alaskan waters and the Pacific islands. They 
should be of wooden planking an! coppered, so as 
not to be tial down to the vicinity of a drydock, 
and their engines should be of the triple expansion 
type, so that long cruises can be made without con 
tinual coaling and with great economy of fuel. Any 
barm done to the American trade in the South Seas 





for want of such vessels can thus be remedied and 


the hybrids, known as the Palosand Pinta, could be 
displaced by vessels more worthy of the name of 
men of-war or even gunboats. The building of this 
class of vessels should be authorized by Congress 
this winter, and the authority will doubtless be 
given if asked for by the Secretary of the Navy. 





AN instance of the working of the method of in- 
spection of steel for the new cruisers bas recently 
come to light. A number of very important cast- 
ings were made for the machinery of one of the 
ships and were passed as satisfactory by the steel 
inspector after a tensile test of specimens cut from 
them. When the castings arrived at the shipyard 
the engineer inspector found that every one of the 
castings was cracked in an important part, and that 
the cracks had been filled with putty and painted 
over to look like the remainder of the castings. It 
is needless to say they were rejected, although the 
manufacturer claims that it is impossible to make 
the castings witheut blemish, and that those sub- 
mitted were of sufficient strength to answer the re- 
quired purpose. The contractor has requestea the 
Navy Department to make a further modification of 
the prescribed tests, so that the rejected castings 
may be admitted. 








REFERRING to our remarks in JOURNAL of Septem- 
ber 8, in regard to the care which should be exer- 
cised inthe selection of post quartermasters and 
commissary sergeants, a correspondent long in the 
Service writes: ‘‘G. O. 2 of 1885 should be modi- 
fied to direct that they be selected from the most 
competent enlisted men who have faithfully served 
at least twelve years (instead of four years). Our 
Army has many men of long and faithful service 
fully competent to obtain and hold these positions 
without ca)ling upon those in their first or second 
enlistment.” We quite agree with the opinion that 
great care should be exercised in selection but 
scarcely as to length of service. Youth is the sea- 
son for hope and aspiration and if the character of 
a young soldier has during four years’ service been 
proved to be of the best, we sce no reason why he 
should not be eligible for appointment. A man of 
steady purpose and good character sbould be a long 
way up the ladder by the time he has completed 
twelve years of service. 





GENERAL BERDAN thinks he has ‘‘ solved the Pen- 
sion Problem” by presenting separate bills for each 
class, so that the most deserving may no longer be 
deprived of their rights, by being incluied in a bill 
with those less deserving. One illustration which he 
employs is this: A and B, two brothers, enlist at 
the sume time and in the same company. The sur- 
geon just passed A, whilst B was a very strong 
man. They both inherit rheumatism. On the first 
hard march A falls out, 1s sent to the hospital, 
where he remains long enough to make a *‘ splendid 
hospital record,” after which he gets detailed for 
some light duty, is placed on the pension rolls as 
soon as he is mustered out of service, and thus has 
ever since been supported by the Government. But 
B, who risked his life on thirty or forty battlefields, 
has a fighting record, and like bis brother is now 
perfectly disabled from rheumatism, yet can get no 
assistance. General Berdan says : ‘‘ This pension 
problem can only be solved. in my judgment, by 
dividing the classes so that neither class may be de- 
prived of their rights until the others have secured 
what they demsud.” He will try to bring the mate

Turning to me, he 
placed a small satchel in my band, requesting that it 
should not be opened except in the event of his 
death, in which case the souvenirs it contained, with 
the exception of a little prayer-book tmtended for 
me, and which I still j-ossess, should be sent to his 
family. Ov the tly leaf of this book is the follow- 
ing: * Lewis A. Armistead. ‘lrust in God and fear 
nothing.’ At the same time be preseuted Mr. Han- 
cock with anew major’s uniform, saying that he 
might sometime need it. This particular promotion 
never came to him, us he jumped tn grades from 
captain to brigadier-general. Armistead died in the 
way that he prayed for. I, as wellas my husband, 
believed that be courted the death tbat finally came 
to bim at Gettysburg, for [ bave often heariit re- 
lated how bravely be came to the front of bis brig- 
ade, waving his sword, and bow be was shot through 
the body and fell within our lines, a-king to be 
taken to Hancock’s tent. At the same moment my 
busband had fallen with what was supposed at the 
time to be a mortal wound. Three out of the six 
from whom we nag oe on that evening in Los An- 
geles were killed in tront of Gen. Hancock's troops,

CuieF ENGINEER WALTER D. Smiru, U.S. Navy, 
died at Philadelphia, September 10, from the effects 
ofasun stroke.

He began 
his military lifein che Prussian Army in 1825, and 
rose steudily, until in 1866 he was made Lieutenant 
General, a rank which he held on the breaking out 
of the war with France in 1870. General Werder 
was then placed at the head of a corps, with 
which he B an veneer to invest the city of 
Strasburg. visions and reinforcements were cut 
off from the town, and on “e? 2? Strasburg fell. 
Count von Moitke then placed Werder in command 
of the new 14th Army Corps, witn orders to disperse 
the French troops concentrating in the Kast. The 
French were massing under Bourbaki, and Werder 
had but 47,000 men, of whom 15,000 were e ed in 
the siege of Belfort. The Freuch force was su- 
perior in numbers, but inferior in discipline. He 
made an offensive movement on Villersexel, which 
gave him time to concentrate his army,and then 
took a tion at Hericourt, on the Lisuine, which 





he fortified strongly with earthworks. A battle 
three days followed on Jan. 15, 16.and 17, 1871, 


Bourbaki was forced to retreat. Werder was 
than«ed nally by Emperor William and deco- 
rated with the cross of the Red Fagle. The city of 
Freiburg, which had been in danger of invasion by 
Bou ‘s army, erected a monument in honor of 
Werder, anu the university gave bim a diploma as 
Doctor of Philosophy. His name was given to one 
of the forts of Strasburg in 1878, and in 1875, on the 
60th anniversary of his entering the Prussiau Ser- 
vice, he was invested with the insignia of the order 
of the Black Eagle. In 1879 he was retired from the 
Army and created Count von Werder.

MILITARY ABSURDITIES. 


AN officer was recently tried for * violation of the 
18th Article of War.”’ That article prescribes that 
“every officer who signs a false certificate, relating 
to the absence or pay of an officer or soldier, shall 
be dismissed from the service.””’ However guilty he 
may bave been of doing that which this article says 
shall be punished with dismissal, the accused ¢ 
not violute the article,and the court which tried 
bim, with tbe assistance of the President of the 
United States, did not violate it when the sentence 
which dismissed him was acted upon. He was also 
accused of doing certaia things “in violation of the 
60th Article of War.” 

This article, added to the statutes 1n 1863, is a very 
long oue, covering various crimes, ranging from 
forgery and perjury to eo: bezziement, and prescrib- 
ing by fine and imprisonment the punishment which 
may be inflicted by a Court-martial on the parties 
convicted. it also provides that evenif the guilty 
party shall bave left the Army he shall stil be liable 
to arrest avd trial by Court-martial, the same as if 
he had not left the Service. In this case also the 
President and the court did not “ violate “ the 60th 
Article of War, nor did the accused, although he 
was convicted of 1! 

He was also charged with *“‘conduct unbecoming 
an officer and a gentleman,” and it seems somewhat 
singular, in view of the wording of the preceding 
charges, that to this charge was not added “in vio- 
lation of the 61st Article’ of War! 

A fourth charge exbibited against him was “ con- 
duct to the prejudice of good order and military 
discipline,” though strange to say he is not accused 
of violating the 62d Article, under which all offences 
(not capital) of which officers and soldiers may be 
guilty of, though not meotioned in the preceding 
articles, may be taken cognizance of by some of the 
various Courts-martial authorized by law. But 
more singular still is the character of the spevifica- 
tion recited under this charge, one of the offences 
recited (absence without leave) being provided for 
in the Article, and the other (disobedience of 
orders) is set forth in the 21st. 

This charge, insteud of being placed under the 
drag-net 62d Article, should have been divided into 
two charges and brought in accordance with the 
provisions of the 2ist and 33d Articles. 

So long as charges are defectively drawn up and 
placed before Courts-martial in that shape, just so 
long will Courts-martial pursue a slip-sbod, careless 
method in the administration of justice—a method 
sure in the end to bring reproach upon the Army 
and impair its discipline.

This analysis of the Articles of War enables us to 
divide tbe:n into two geueral classes. In the one 
class, composed of the first 62 articles, is generally 
prescribed the kind of offences of which members 
of tne Military Service may be guilty, andif they 
are, bow they are dealt with and bow puuished. As 
will be seen, very few of tbese 62 articles can be 
“violated” by individual officers. Commanding 
officers and Courts-martial are those most liable to 
violate them by failing to dv what tbe articles pre- 
scribe, and the last of them, the 624,1s intended to 
give authority for the trial and punishment of any 
offences which may have been omitted 1n the 61 pre- 
ceding articles. 

Toe second class includes all the remainder of the 
articles, and these are nearly allin the nature of 
rules and regulations for the government of the 
Army. Some few of these articles are such that a 
charge for their violation by an officer might prop- 
erly be made, as for instance the 87th, but most of 
those of that character occupied in the old Articles 
receding the 97th. In the revision

To charge any one with “aviolation of the 60th 
Article of War” 1s, in fact, to accuse him of failing 
to punish with fine and imprisonment any one con- 
victed of the following crimes: Making a false or 
fraudulent claim against the United States; pre- 
senting any false or fraudulent claim; conspiring 
to defraud the United States; making any paper to 
aid in a fraudulent claim; making or procuring an 
oath in favor of a fraudulent claim; forging or 
counterfeiting in aid of such a claim; receiving less 
eye for the Government than he should; giv- 

ng areceipt for property without full knowledge 
of its trutb; stealing or embezzliug any United 
States property, or purchasing any such property 
from any one not authorized to sell—a very exten- 
sive catalogue of crimes to accuse any one of. 

A critical examivation discloses the fact that an 
enlisted man cannot violate as a whole a single one 
of the 128 articles. He can and does frequently com- 
mit the crimes made punishable by these articles, 
but as aptly stated in a General Order from the 
Headquarters of the Army, issued more than a 
quarter of a century ago, “an Articleof War is 
more distinctly viola when a court fails to annex 
the statutory penalty to a military crime, than by 
the crime itself.”’

THE MERRIAM KNAPSACK. 


Report of the Result of a Trialof Col. Merriam’s 
Equipment for Foot Troops by the 8th Infantry. 


Fort NIOBRARA, NEB., July 19, 1887. 

AAVING made a cureful examination of the Merriam 
koupsack. and having seen it in use in a practice march to 
a camp 14 miles from this post, Lam of the opiviun that it is 
much superior to the present one, for the following reasons: 
In the one now in use it is difficult for a man to strap on his 
own knapsack uniess assisted by a comrade, while the Mer- 
riam knapsack is easy to put on and can be adj y the 
man who carries it in a very short space of time. When on, 
the straps around the shoulders ana chest are not too tight, 
and do not keep the constaut pressure on chest and shoulders 
which you find in the preset knapsack, and which certainly 
adds greatly to tire the wearer, but rests equally on the hips 
and the shoulders. 

The sticks which rest on the hips, and which when in camp 
ean be used as teot poles, keep the «napsack from resting 
against the back, and allow a curreat of air to pass between 
it and the man. 

Men at this post who have tried both knapsacks much pre- 
fer the Merriam knapsack, and say they would rather carry 
it twice as long as the une nuw in use. I would, therefore, 
strungly recommend it for the intantry branch of the Ser-

She will probably be used as a 
barge for the transportation of freight. The live- 
oak frame of the sloop of war New York was also to 
pare pes sold at auction, but there was not asingle 

10 for her. 


Mr. E. W. Very, late of the Navy, and now man- 
ufacturer of Hotchkiss guns in this country, is 
busily engaged io turning out the 94 guns ordered 
by the Navy Department. The guns are being con- 
structed at Pratt end Whitney’s in Hartford, and 
the powder at the Winchester Works in New Haven. 
Mr. Very is confident that the entire order will be 
filled within a year. He bas his own engineers to 
direct the work and is, therefore, confident that the 
guns will be equal in every respect to those manu- 
factured abroad. It is now thought to bethe inten- 
tion of the Navy Department to give Mr. Very an 
order for several 33 pound Hotchkiss guns. ve is 
soon to visit Paris to prepare plas for the carriages 
of these guns and will return to this country ‘n Feb- 
ruary next. The 33 pounders cau be fired ten times 
& mipute and the only thing now necessary is to g« t 
a carriage that will act rapidly en»ugh to permit 
this. Some of the regiments of the National Guard 
are about to give Mr. Very orders for field batteries. 


CapTatIn F. M. RAmsay, commanding officer of 
the Boston, bas been so busily employed in con- 
nection with the trials of that vessel that he has of 
late been able to give but little attention to his duties 
as Presideot of tbe Lite boat Board. It is expected. 
however, that tbe Board will soon make its report, 
which will be inal! respects similar tu that whicb 
was first submitted to Secretary Whitney, but did 
not meet his approval. The Board has continued its 
investigation of life-boats in use in ocean-gving 
vessels, but has yet to find any superior to the whale- 
boat which baz been the life-boat of the Navy for 
many years. The officers generally do not favor the 
replacing of the whale-boat with any of the in- 
ventions of recent periods. It is claimed that the 
whale-boat of the Navy 1s light and commodious, 
and, with air tanks, serves every requirement of a 
life-boat. It will floateveu witbout air tanks, and 
many commanders remove them to provide more 
room. 

_On Monday next the Board of Naval Officers, con- 
sistiug of Chief Constructor Wilson, Eugineer in- 
Chief Melvilie, Capt. Brown and Asst. Naval Con- 
structors Bowles and Nixon, appointed to estimate 
the cost of buiiding a veseel on the plans purchased 
from the Barrow Shipbuilding Company of Engtana, 
will bold a meeting at the Navy Department to con- 
sult upon the report which is to be subnitted to S8ec- 
retary Whitney. The Board bas carefully estimated 
the cost of constructing the Barrow ship, as well as 
the Department battle ship, and it is understood bas 
come tothe conclusion that neither can be cow- 
pleted with the amount appropriated by Congress 
tor the purpose. Tbe Board has learned what it 
would cost to build such yessels in Engiand, and 
find that it exceeds $2,000,000, which is the limit fixed 
by Congress for the construction of the 6,L00 ton 
vessels. Officers in the Navy, who have studied 
these matters carefully, are not surprised that the 
Bovrd should so report, as they claim tbat similar 
Vessels would cost nearly balf again as much 
as appropriated for the cruiser and battle 
ship if built in one of the Eaglish ship-yards. 
lt is the general iwpression that if the 
Board reports that the vessels cannot be completed 
for $2 000,000 each, Secretary. Whitney will not 
order work to begin on them until he has notified 
Congress that its appropriation is insufficient to 
build the vessels. The delay, 1t is thought, will not 
be serious, as the construcliom of the vessels could 
not be started in any event before nextsummer. it 
will require some liitle time to get the tools for their 
construction. ‘LLe schedules of tools required bave 
been received at the Navy Department irom the 
New York and Norfolk Navy yards, and proposals 
to farnish them wiil be advertised for in a few days. 

he tools are to be of the most improved pattern, 
and for this reason the bulk of them will come from 
abroad. It is uoderstood to bave been decided to 
build the Barrow cruiser at the New York Navy- 
yard and the Department battleship at Norfolk.

MEASURED wile trials got a hard hit from the 
speech of Mr. Forwood, Parliamentary Secretary to 
the Admiralty, ata dinner given by the Mayor of 
Liverpool to the officers of the Channel fleet. Reply- 
ing to the toast of ‘‘Her Majesty’s Ministers,” he 
said : *‘The measured mile bad been the bane of the 
service. Naval Constructors and Engineers had 
sought and obtained their credit from the pub- 
lished results of the smooth water trials on the 
Thames. This had induced the construction of com- 
paratively short, small and lightly built ships. As 
they trained a jockey and a horse for a short spin, 
reducing weights to ounces, so had vessels been fined 
down to the last sixteenth of an inch in their scant- 
lings. The present Board [of Admiralty] had insti- 
tuted a 96 hours’ sea trial. This would force from 
the constructors more attention to the strength of 
the hull, upon which the satisfactory working of the 
machinery so much depended. His own impression 
was that some recent engine troubles would be 
found attributable to too hght structure. The pres- 
ent Board might not altogether discard the main- 
tenance and repair of what some people regarded as 
obsolete vessels with slow power, or gunboats of 
moderate speed, out of deference to some strong 
naval opinions.’’ 








Tue Medical Congress selected Berlin as its next 
place of meeting. Dr. Graily Hewitt, on the part of 
the foreign visitors and guests, before the adj >urn- 
ment, said: *‘ We desire to vonvey to the President 
of the United States our best thanks for his presence 
at the ceremony of the inauguration of the congress, 
and to the president of the congress for the urbanity 
and impartiality with which he bas presided at our 
meetings. We desire to express to the executive 
committee of the congress, particularly to Dr. 
Henry Smith, Dr. John B. Hamilton, Dr. A. Y. P. 
Garnett, Dr. Toner and Dr. Arnold, our very high 
appreciation of the efforts they have made for the 
efficient organization, action and working of the 
congress, which have resulted in‘ so great a success. 
We would convey our warmest thanks to the citizeus 
of Washington for the kind hospitalities, both pub- 
lic and private, we have received during our pleasant 
visit to their beautiful city.”

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THE FRENCH MOBILIZATION. 


THE general verdict, both in and out of France, 
seems to be that the mobilization of the 17th Army 
Corps, General Bréart commanding, was very suc- 
cessful. The Germans themselves take this ground, 
although they properly point out that the Figaro’s 
unpatriotic disclosure of the plans in advance of 
their official publication, prevented an accurate 
knowledge of what would be the case under other cir- 
cumstances. Still, with all allowances, the mobiliza- 
tion of the corps was successful, and some good 
has no doubt been done in getting ready other 
corps during the interval before the final seleetion was 
made known. General Bréart himself and Deputy 
Oales were so enthusiastic about the success of the 
experiment that they made some rather unwise 
speeches at a military banquet held in Toulouse, 
about France being ‘‘ ready for revenge.” We shall 
doubtless in due time hear from the officers of our 
own Army, who have witnessed the mobilization, 
but meanwhile we must accept the accounts of the 
European journals. 

One of the best general statements of the pro- 
gramm3 followed, so far as we have seen, is that of 
the Broad Arrow. It appears from this that the 
General Order that reached Toulouse was: Mobi- 
lisez les troupes actives du 17e. corps darmée. 
Le premier jour de mobilisation est le mercredi, 31 
aout. The order was immediately repeated by tele- 
graph to all the sub-divisional garrisons in the re- 
gion, and drums resounded throughout the wide 
military districts, while mounted gendarmes carried 
the summons to the most remote localities of the six 
departments affected by the news. The townspeo- 
ple and peasantry experienced a panic as the bells 
clanged out the notes of alarm, in the belief that a 
tremendous outbreak of fire had somewhere oc- 
curred. The 2ist and 22d Batteries of Artillery, 
with the gunners, were sent that night by rail from 
Toulouse to Castelnaudary. Five days were allowed 
for preparations and arrival of the regiments and 
matériel to their centres of muster previous to their 
general concentration 

The operations of General Bréart were witnessed 
and aided by General Haillot, chief of army head- 
quarters’ staff at Paris. The field strength of the 
corps was reckoned at 37 battalions of infantry, 8 
cavalry squadrons, and 17 batteries of artillery, or 
a combatant strength of 32,000 men. Proclama- 
tions, posted on August 30, called on the reserve 
men to join their regiments without delay. On 
September 2, the 17th Oavalry Brigade, set out for 
the points of concentration between Mirepoix and 
Castelnaudary. From September 1 to 4, the time 
was occupied with incorporation, clothing, arma- 
ment, formation of depots, preliminary drill, fire- 
practice, march, requisitions of horses from civilians 
for Artillery Hospital Staff, sent from Toulouse to 
Montauban to organize ambulances, with horses and 
vehicles of the 17th Transport squadron. Then, 
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the entire force having arrived at points of con- 
centration, the 7th, 8th and 9th were taken up, 
respectively, by regimental, brigade and division 
mauceuvres. The programme for the subsequent 
days was: September 10—General march of 17th 
Army Corps in columns. Inspection of cantonments 
by the Minister of War. September 11—Sunday 
rest. September 12—Line of battle against sham 
enemy. September 18—Review by General Bréart. 
September 14—Rest. September 15—Break up of 
corps to rejoin quarters and dismissal of reserve 
men by rail for homes. The general indications of 
the movements instructed General Warnet, in com- 
mand of the 88d Infantry Division, to take his 
regiments—9th, 20th, 7th and 11th of the line— 
on September 5, to the point of concentration, 
Castelnaudary, by rail. General Vincendon, estab- 
lishing successively the staff-quarters of the 34th 
Division at Carcassonne, on September 4, at Mon- 
treal on the 8th, and at Villasavary on the 9th, was 
to complete his formations. His division was to 
comprise the 10th Dragoons, 9th Horse Chasseurs, 
the parks and reserves of engineers and other ser- 
vices dependent upon reserves and requisitions. 
The 88d and 84th Divisions operated against each 
other between Mirepoix and Castelnaudary, and the 
former force occupied Castelnaudary and its en- 
virons, whilst the other division retrograded upon 
Villasavary. The next day the 33d Division repre- 
sented the rear-guard of a retreating army making 
for Pamiers and Mirepoix, followed by a hostile 
force marching upon Castelnaudary from the north 
and east. The 33d Division covered the retreat by 
defending the road between Castelnaudary and 
Mirepoix, and occupying the eminences and posts 
extending from Miraval to Fendeville, northwest 
of Castelnaudary. The 34th Division formed the 
left wing of the enemy advancing by Bram and 
Villasavary upon Castelnaudary, and informed of 
the presence of the retreating force in the positions 
at Miraval-Fendeville. General Vincendon com 
menced the attack. 

After the rencontre of the two divisions, General 
Bréart concentrated the whole of the 17th Army 
Corps at Oastelnaudary. The 17th Cavalry Brigade 
was to be posted in squadrons along the road from 
Villefranche to La Bastide, whilst the 33d Division 
should re-occupy their cantonments at Castelnau- 
dary to the northwest, and the 34th Division camp 
to the southwest of the same town. The corps 
artillery (23d Regiment) and the field train were 
collected at St. Martin-Lalande at the same time. 
On Sept. 10 the whole of the forces set out on 
march, in columns, from Castelnandary to Ville- 
franche, a distance of nearly 14 miles, to be billeted 
on the latter town and itsenvirons. The next day, 
Sunday, was observed as a day of rest, as the brief 
programme already given above has noted, and on 
the following day the corps, continuing the march 
upon Toulouse, found an enemy in front at Mont- 
galliard and surrounding heights, and an encounter 
took place, the troops finally regaining their posi- 
tions of the previous night. The grand review was 
held on the plain to the south of Montgalliard, in 
the following order: The troops and guns and store 
train were drawn up in two lines facing north, 
whilst the regimental convoys and ammunition 
trains were aligned nearest to the railway. The 
corps then remained in cantonments or billet, and 
on the 15th day of the operations, the whole force 
returned to their respective garrisons, and the re- 
Serve men were dismissed. Carcassonne was the 
basis of food supplies from the commencement to 
the end of the operations, and 40 field-ovens fur- 
nished biscuits daily, besides six mobile ovens at 
Castelnaudary. The railway service was effected 
by the Midi Company, whose lines traverse almost 
the entire extent of the seven departments more or 
less affected by the plan of mobilization and con- 
centration. 

Such, at least, were the plans, and the cable de- 
Spatches have indicated that the programme was 
carried out, although there may have been trifling 
changes in detail. 

As a whole the mobilization manceuvres seem 
to have gone off very well. A correspondent tele- 
graphs : ‘* No better lesson could be given than the 
empressement of these youths, arriving by thous- 
ands, taken suddenly away from offices, farms, and 
families, to be dreesed, equipped, and sent off, all 
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in a hurry, to some unknown destination, to do they 
know not what until they get there. They obey like 
German soldiers, but with the unique French 
sparkle of good humored carelessness that serves 
them so well in a serious and prolonged campaign. 
Four classes have thus been called without previous 
notification except the pasting of a white paper com- 
munication on the doors of the Mairie. Horses, 
wagons, mules, and provisions have been poured in 
with the same alacrity. Everyone feels happy and 
willing now to spend millions more to serve the 
same purpose, and great reliet is expressed that even 
the manipulation of seventeen successive Ministerial 
cooks was powerless to muddle such a gigantic con- 
ception. The railroad service also has been emin- 
ently satisfactory.” General Baird and Colonel 
Hasbrouck, U.S. Army, representatives from our 
country, are the keenest of observers and will have 
much of interest to report when they get back to 
Washington. 


THE NEW STEEL ORUISERS. 


THERE are several points of interest to note this 
week in relation to the new Naval vessels. One is 
that after an unusually brief stay on board the 
U. 8. 8. Michigan, Chief Engineer John Scot, U. 8. 
Navy, was detached from that ship on Saturday 
last and assigned to duty as Inspector of Castings 
and Machinery for the new cruisers under contract 
at Philadelphia. Mr. Scot has for some time past 
been devoting considerable attention to the various 
problems involved in the manufacture of machinery, 
so that his orders will enable the Navy Department, 
and particularly the Engineering branch of it, to 
profit by the knowledge acquired. While on tempo- 
rary duty at Pittsburg, Pa., Chief Engineer Scot re- 
sides at 1803 Wylie street, in the City of Quakers, 
and his field of labor will be at the ship construct- 
ing shops of Cramp and Oo. From these orders be- 
ing issued at this time it would seem that the new 
Engineer-in-Chief is determined to utilize the skill 
and knowledge at his command to the best 
advantage for tbe Government. The step taken by 
Mr. Melville in ordering an Engineer officer to the 
inspectorship of materials going into the on-coming 
new cruisers is a stepin the right direction. In this 
connection it is interesting to note that a large 
quantity of the steel condemned by the steel in- 
spectors as not up to Naval use, has been sold at 
full price, per pound to firms in civil life. In 
one case a large amount of this condemned 
steel was purchased by a prominent firm at Greev 
point, L. I., for ase in the construction of cold-air 
and ice machinery, the unfavorable report of the 
Government inspector releasing for sale several 
hundred tons of steel plate. 

While freely concedmg the professional and 
technical skill possessed by the various govern- 
mental steel inspectors on duty at the several steel 
producing centres of the country, the system by 
which such a state of affairs as is here indicated can 
exist may be open to criticism. 

Captain H. B. Robeson, U. S. N., received orders 
to command the U. 8. S. Chicago on Monday of this 
week. It has long been known that Captain Robe- 
son was desirous of this command, but it was at 
Fone time said that an older officer was likely to be 
assigned to it. Immediately following his assign- 
ment, Captain Robeson recommended to the De- 
partment that the Chicago be commissioned for sea- 
service, as he is convinced that nothing can be 
gained by delay at this time. The engines of this 
vessel have been in operation for more than a week, 
and altogether there seems every reason to believe 
that as soon as she is prepared for sea a full pow- 
ered trial will develop the fact that the Navy pos- 
sesses a ship well worthy of the name. It will bea 
long time, however, probably nearly a year, ere the 
Chicago will be fully prepared for assignment to a 
station ‘‘armed and equipped as the law directs.’ 
A portion of her battery is in a forward state at the 
Cold Spring Foundry, but the delay in mounting 
guns will be due partly to lack of proper carriages 
on which to place them. If it is the intention of 
the Navy Department that Captain Robeson shall 
remain in permanent command of the Chicago, it 
will certainly be a feather in his cap. {fn the mean- 
time little is being done to place the ship in a 
more forward state than when she sailed from 











Roach’s yard at Ohester, in June last. 
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The dock trial of the Chicago's engines, while 
nomipally under the orders of Ohief Engineer J, W. 
Thomson, in reality being conducted under the 
supervision of representatives of the Morgan Iron 
Works, and when it is considered that the ship has 
never been turned over to the Government, and in 
point of law is the property of the assignees of the 
defunct company of Roach and Oo., it will be seen 
that no other course could be pursued with justice 
alike to the Government and to the assignees. Sev- 
eral engineer officers from the Boston are on tem- 
porary duty on the Chicago. From the experience 
of the past week it is said by those in a position to 
know, that the boilers of the Chicago will function 
nearly as well under natural draft as those of the 
Boston and Atlanta have done under an air pres- 
sure of an inch of water in the fireroom. On 
one day of the present trial, after reaching a max- 
imum of about 55 revolutions per minute with the 
after engines, it was found necessary to stop the 
further trial until the various bearings and journals 
can be placed in better adjustment. The contractor 
is now employed with quite a large gang of me- 
chanics on board remedying the defects developed 
during the recent tests, and when next the ma- 
chinery is puc in motion it is the intention tbat the 
engines shall be under the entire control of men 
furnished by the contractors. Naval engineers will 

attend to taking data and watching the interests of 
the Government. 

The unfinished double turret monitor Mianto- 
nomoh has been berihed just inside of the Boston, 
and quite a number of mechanics are now employed 
on board under the Secretary’s recent order to 
begin busy work on this ironclad. It is said 
to be the intention of Secretary Whitney that 
there shall be no intermission in the process 
of completion of the Miantonomoh until she is 
ready for sea, or until the appropriation be- 
comes exhausted. The turret armor has long been 
in the Yard, and lies now not far from the stone 
drydock where the work of overcoming the tend- 
ency of water to seek its level is being carried for- 
ward as rapidly as possible. The Miantonomoh will 
scarcely be completed in less than a year from this 
time, and in the meantime the keel of the new line 
of battleship will be laid, and the construction of 
the new timber drydock, authorized by the last 
Congress, will have been begun, so that the pros 
pect of a busy future at this Yard is very good. It 
is likely that the force in the Yard will be consider- 
ably increased in all departments before the new 
year begins, particularly in steam engineering and 
construction. 

Although the full details have not yet been elab- 
orated, enough is known of the proposed changes 
in the gun mountings for the Boston and Atlanta 
to warrant the assertion that the present carriage, 
without material modification, will be retained, the 
tracks being the points upon which the Ordnance 
Bureau proposes to display its ingenuity and mech- 
anical skill. The retention of these carriages in their 
present shape may be due to the same train of 
reasoning as is carried out by the billiard player 
who blames the cue for bad shots. It is pro- 
posed to replace the present bronze sides and tracks 
with heavy steel ones of sufficient strength to resist 
the manifest tendency of the carriages of the eight- 
inch rifles to develop structural weakness. It is 
hoped that, as the Atlanta and Boston bave demon- 
strated their fitness to be called first-class ships of 
their kind, their batteries will not be far behind 
when all the weak and faulty points have been 
guarded against and remedied. 








THE NEW POSTS. 


Tue unsettled condition of the title papers to the 
Denver military site is delaying the work of con- 
struction of buildings at this new post, which should 
now be well under way if anything is to be accom- 
plished during the present building season. The 
plans and specifications, however, are being put in 
shape and there will be no delay on the part of the 
military authorities 1n proceeding with the work 
when the Government once obtains a clear and in- 
disputable title to the property. It is considered 
likely that Captain George H. Cook, Assistant 
Quartermaster, who performed such excellent work 
in connection with the construction of the new mess 





hall and other buildings at David's Island, N. Y., 
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will be placed in charge of the construction of the 
new post, although no detail has yet been definitely 
determined upon. 

The title papersin the case of the Chicago military 
site are also in stafw quo, notwithstanding the faith- 
ful promises of the U. 8. Attorney at Chicago to have 
them in Washington early in August. There is not 
so much haste, however, in regard to this, since 
there is no money available to commence the work 
of construction. Major J. G. ©. Lee, of General 
Terry's staff, will, in all probability, have charge of 
the construction of this post when Congress sees fit 
to make the appropriation for the purpose. 

Work upon the buildings at the Atlanta, Ga., 
post isin full progress and the officials are still of 
opinion that troops will be able to go into the new 
quarters by January 1 next. 








THE PHILADELPHIA CELEBRATION 


Tae ceremonies attending the hundreth anniver- 
sary of the completion and signing of the Constitu- 
tion of the United States, held in Philadelphia on 
the 15th, 16th and 17th of this week have been re- 
markably successful. 

Thursday, the 14th, dawned clear and bright, 
The city was crowded wi'h visitors some of whom 
had almost fought for cots to sleep in. After 10 
o’clock the civic aud industrial pageant started from 
Broad and Dauphin streets and marched to Broad 
and Moore streets, a distance of about four miles, 
and then countermarched to the starting point. 
Along the route a continuous line of observation 
stands had been erected, filled at an early hour by 
thousands of persons who had paid for the privil- 
ege. The windows of the buildings and stoops were 
packed with people. Noth Broad street was almost 
impassable, so dense was the crowd that had 
gathered in that thoroughfare as early as 7 o’clock. 
lt had been transformed by the efforts of the car- 
penters and decorators, who had been busy all the 
night. There was hardly a house along the whole 
street that was not decorated. Floats to the num- 
ber of 800, each bearing a representation of some 
particular branch of industry, were in line, 150 
bands of music, 12,000 men and 8,000 horses. 
These scenes were repeated on Friday, at the mili- 
tary parade, to which we refer elsewhere. 








A GOVERNMENT ROOM. 

WE are indebted to Mr. W. Ross Browne, ex- 
Librarian of the Navy Department, for an elaborate 
description of the handsome apartment at Washing- 
ton over which he formerly presided, and which is 
much admired by the many visilors who daily 
throng the State, War, and Navy Department 
Building. It appears that the main hall or recep- 
tion room of the Navy Department is 40 by 30 feet, 
the floor being inlaid with English ‘* Minton ” tiling 
of elegant design, the central piece representing a 
large blazing star, adding very materially to the 
effect of its surroundings. Around the walls are 
placed at intervals of a few teet panels of rich and 
rare marbles from different quarries in Europe. 
The centre of each panel in the lower room is 
malachite from the Alps, this marble being a beau- 
tiful green, with vers and white streaks in fantastic 
shapes, bordered with narrow bands of Sienna, a 
yellow marble from near Genoa, which in turn 
surrounded by a border of red porphyry from 
France, a dark mottled marble with streaks of 
white and gray running diagonally across its deep 
red spots. There are 12 of these panels in the lower 
room, the dimensions of which are 8} feet high by 
44 wide. Each panel is enclosed in a massive frame, 
gilded and decorated, In the four corners of the 
room are niches faced with bronze metal and bor- 
dered with griotte marble, containing bronze statues 
representing War and Peace, Liberty, Arts, Litera- 
ture, Industry, and Commerce, each weighing 800 
pounds. Above each statue’s head is a magnificent 
chandelier of peculiar and unique workmanship. 
In the north and south wings of the room are four 
aleoves, fitted up with iron shelving, having a capa- 
city for 16,000 volumes. In the alcoves are eleva- 
tors for transporting books to the second story hall 
and its aleoves, which are similar to the lower story 
in its adornments. Around the sides of this story, 
overlooking, the. reception hall, runs a handsome 
gallery, with a balustrade having various designs, 
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in which at regular distances are inserted 16 circu- 
lar pieces of onyx from Mexico, the whole being 
supported on heavy brackets, resting on 20 pilasters 
of the Corinthian order. 

In the four upper niches corresponding with the 
positions of the statues in tha reception hall are 
representations of the prow of an Egyptian barge, 
the figure head representing a female in the Egyp- 
tian costume. Over these are suspended huge 
chandeliers similar to those in the lower hall, ex- 
cept that Nile ferns and bullrushes are seen in the 
background. There are twelve marble panels on 
this floor also, the central one being a red and white 
conglomerate marble from Vermont. These are 
surrounded first by a narrow border of Sienna mar- 
ble, and in turn by a broad border of verd antique 
from Genoa. Around the edges of tbe bronzed bal- 
ustrade are horizontal and perpendicular braces, 
from which portraits of naval heroes may possibly 
be suspended. Outside, over the entrance of the 
reception hall of the livrary, isa slab of verd an- 
tique marble taken from the Temple of Jupiter 
Pompeii, in 1848. 

The library is lighted by forty gas jets and two 
great glass dumes and fourteen windows facing the 
East, from which a fine view of the Capitol, White 
House and the principal public buildings and ave- 
nues of the city can be had. The window sashes, 
railings and doors are of mahogany, all the rest of 
the building being of iron and stone, and considered 
fireproof. The gilding, silvering, bronzing and 
painting have been well done. We have thought 
that this detailed description might interest the 
many who have never seen the room in question.

THE nineteen Ohio monuments were dedicated at 
Gettysburg, September 14, with impressive vere- 
monies. At 100’clock the eeremonies ip the National 
Cemetery were begun. The addresses were, ‘* Ohio 
Troops in the Battle of Gettysburg,” by General 
H. H. Axline, Adjutant-General of Ohio; “The 
Memorial Commission and its Work,’’ by Hon. Ewil 
Kiesewetter, State Auditor of Ohio. Then followed 
the presentation of the Obio memorials to the Gov- 
ernor of that State by General J. E. Robinson, Sec- 
retary of State, and their presentation to the Battle 
Field Memorial Association by Governor Foraker. 
Governor Beaver, of Pennsylvania, delivered a fit- 
ting response. The Obio monuments, which are, 
with two exceptions (the Fourth and Fifty fifth), of 
granite, are appropriate. That of the 4th Infantry 
on East Cemetery is of white bronze, 40 feet high, 
surmounted by the figure of a soldier, and bears 
suitable historical inscriptions; Cos. C and T, on the 
Emwmittsburg road, is also of white bronze. The 5th 
Infantry stands betweeu Baltimore pike and Culp's 
Hill, 12 feet by 6, with a United States flag crossing 
a Springfield musket on the front of the die. The 
7th is on Culp’s Hill. It is 8 feet by 12, bears in front 
arosterin bronze, and is appropriately inscribed. 
The 8th will be on the Emmittsburg road, but is 
not as yet out of the quarry. Tbe 25th ison Barlow’s 
Kuoll, 8 feet by 5, and bears the 1ith Corps mark, 
and full inscriptions. The 20th stands on Culp’s Hull, 
and on the face bears an open wall tent, witha 
stack of arms, canteen, etc. The 55th, at the junc- 
tion of the Taneytown and Ewmmittsburg roa‘s, is 
of silver-gray sandstone, with a figure of a soldier 
shooting over a stouc wall on the die. Itis 13 feet 
by 5. The 6lst, which will be on the llth Corps 
avenue, first day’s fight, has not yet arrived. The 
66th, at the summit of Culp’s Hill, has not yet 
arrived. The 73d, outside of the National Cemetery, 
is 10 feet by 6, with a flag cut as if draping the top. 
The 75{b, on East Cemetery Hill, has not yet been 
erected. It 1s 16 feet by 7. The 82d,on the llth 
Corps avenue, is also delayed. The 107th, near Bar- 
low Knoll, is appropriately inscribed, and bears a 
crescent on the front. Battery H (Huntington’s) is 
in the National Cemetery. The front face contains 
crossed cannon on a shield, and is suitably inscribed. 
Battery I (Dilger’s), on 1lth Corps avenue, is of 
granite, 14 feet high; ou the front face are the in- 
scriptions, a shield, and coat of arms. Battery K 
(Hackman’s), at the north end of town, is 9 feet 
high; on each corner of the die, which is appro- 
priately inscribed, are crossed cannon. Battery L 
(Gibbs’s) on Little Round Top, is 9 feet high, and has 
on the front crossed-cannen: The inseriptions. are 
historical only. Theist Cavalry, at Gen. Pleasonten's 
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headquarters, is 15 feet high, and bears on the front 
face a horse’s head, with a bridle. The 6th Cavalry, 
aiso at General Pleasonton’s headquarters, 1s 8 feet 
high and has on the front in relief a mounted cav- 
alryman at full gallop, with his sabre drawn. 








GENERAL J. C, BLacx, Commissioner of Pensions 
in his annual report to the Secretary of the Interior 
states that it isa rule that no pension case shall be 
taken up out ofits order or disposed of before its 
turn; but humanity requires that this rule should 
be ocvasionally varied. At the close of the year 
there were 406,007 pensioners, classified as follows: 
294,445 Army invalids, 85,010 Army widows, minor 
children and dependent relatives; 3.281 Navy inva- 
lids, 1,973 Navy widows, minor children and depend- 
ent relatives; 1,069 survivors of the War of 1812 and 
11,831 widows of those who served in tbat war, 7.503 
survivors of the war with Mexivo, and 89 widows of 
those who served in said war. There were added to 
the rolis during the year the names of 55,194 new 
pensioners (a greater number than ever before), aud 
the names of 2,707 whose pensions had been previ- 
ously dropped were restored to the rolls. 

The amount expended for peusions during the 
year was $73,467,581, an increase in amount over the 
previous year of $9,669,750, and the average annual 
value of each pension was $130.10. The Commissioner 
states that itisarule that no pension case shall be 
taken up out of its order or disposed of before its 
turn, but bumanity requires that this rule should be 
occasionally varied, the reasons for which variations 
are stated to be extreme age, threatened dissolution 
of claimant, dependence of claimant on charity, or 
other like special or urgent causes. 

The following recommendations are made by the 
Commisstoner: Thuc pensions to minor children be 
increased to $5 per month; that the act of June 16, 
1830, be so amended as to permit the benefits of the 
act to be extended to tiose who, subsequent 
to the date of its approval, from aggravation 
of their malady may have become helpless; that 
a widow’s pension be allowed to commence 
from date of Lusband’s death; that not more 
than one pension be paid the same person; 
that pensioner’s rank subsequent to time of injury 
be considered by Commissioner in determining 
amount of pension to be allowed; that pension for 
deafness should be increased to $30 per month for 
total deafness, with intermediate grides to be de- 
termined according to degree of disability; that a 
table of rates for loss of limbs be established; that 
wife of pensioner or some suitable person in 
behalf of children be allowed to receive pen- 
sions in cases where the pensioner’s habits 
make him irresponsible; that $18,000 be ap- 
propriated to defray expenses of additional peu- 
sion agencies; that clerical force be increased in or- 
der to expedite settlement of Mexican pension 
claims. The totel estimates forthe year are $79,- 
045,230. The appropriation for the current fiscal 
year was $78,701,250.

A CLERICAL NIMROD’S OPINION. 


Rev. Dr. W. 8. Rarxsrorp, of the St. George Epia- 
copal Church, New York, whois numbered among 
the muscular Christians, published in the lust num 
ber of Scribner’s Magazine au article describiug bis 
experiences in camping and hunting in the Sho- 
shone. Speaking of the Yellowstone Park in this 
article Dr. Rainsford says: 

* The policy that the Government still pursues in 
regard to this great Alpine region seems curiously 
stupid. At various points, commanding natural 
western highwavs, are stationed small military 
posts; but the officers and men condemned to live 
in them from year’s end to year's end, are not on! 
not evcouraged to make themselves acquainted wit 
the intricacies of tbe vast mountain regions lying 
near them, but are so bampered by a eheese-paring 
policy that even a hunting trip ot a few weeks is al- 
wost an imposvibility. 

**Now, an Indian outbreak may not be hkely to 
occur in the future, but it is stall far from impossible 
that it should occur. Were the Crows (who still 
have the best horses in the West, and claim portees 
3.000 warriors) to go on the warpath, there is no mil 
itary force in that region that could prevent them 
reaching the mountains. Once there, for some 
months at least, they could subsist on scattered 
bands of cattle and game. Such an outbreak would 
be followed by terrible loss of life, for all the coun- 
try is now studded with isolated ranches and small 
settlements, and to dislodge them from perhaps the 
most difficult vatural fortress imaginable, with 
United States Intantry, only accustomed to barrack 
equare taccics, and such cavalry a3 might be attain- 
able, would be a costly task. 

“No smarter officers, no keener spertsmen, are to 
be found unywhere than can be found at our frov- 
tier posts, but, look longingly as they may toward 
the blue line on the horizon, transport is denied 
them; they are not, asa rule, men of large private 
means, and cannot afford to favest in transport for 
themselves, and so, if I may be pardoned the hack- 
neyed quotation—metaphorically 

* Their limbs are bow’d, though not with toil, 
But rusted with a vile repose.’ 

{t ie well known, out West, that nothing but a lucky 
hit of one of its best guides saved from complete 
annihilation, during the Custer campaign, a very 
important command that had ventured after the In 

dians into the Big Horn Mountains. The Sioux cor- 
rajied the soldiers, who were in great danger, and 
only escaped at last by night, on foot, leaving their 
fires burning and their borses tied in the timber. 
‘Lborougbly organized pack-trains used to be part of 
the establishment of all military posts near the 
mountains. Now almost all these have been broken 
up, the packers attached to them dismissed, and the 
very complicated gear that is absolutely necessary 
to carrying suppiies on mule or on borseback is in 
such a state that it is, to all intents and purposes, 
useless for emergency service. Neither mules nor 
packers can possibly be secured in a burry for such 
u work as a mountain campaign implies; and to 
sead troops, no matter bow skilful or bow ably 
handled, into the field without them, would be to 
send them to defear. 

“ For several years Government surveys have been 
gradually mapping the Yellowstone Park, but the 
park itself (though here aod there intersected or en- 
eroached on by mountains) is a great hollow, sur- 
rounded on all sides—more especially on the, west 





and south west—by a wilderness of the wi pay —4 
tains within our borders, almost unexplored, so far 





as the Government is concerned. Here only, in the 
park, so faras I know, his any thorou h work been 
attempted. There are, of course, maps issued by the 
Office of the Cnief Engineer. at Washington (the last 
ove of these bears the date 1881); but to take a hunt- 
ing outfit through the mountuins by its help alone 
nereasi*ates going slowly aad feeling goer way. It 
would not be « safe guide by which to marcha 
column of troops. The inaccuracies of these maps I 
know from actually having proved them.

TWO CHINESE CRUISERS. 


It is humiliating, but, nevertheless, an actual fact, 
that two of the cruisers of the Chinese Squadron, 
uvder command of Admiral Lang, are superior in 
certain novelties of coostruction to any of our own 
vessels of this class. In point of speed, the two un- 
armored ships which bave been turned out a / the 
Eiswick frm cannot be touched by our swiftest 
cruisers. Thev steam nearly 19 knots au hour, 
traversing and manipulation of tbeir guos can Le 
effected with such rapidity that, when saluting the 
garrison at Portsmouth recently, it appeared almost 
impossible that tbe guns could have been properly 
sponged between each disobarge, the two bow guus 
especially, keeping up a continnous roar. Oaly the 
two sponson 6-inch guns are from Armstrong's; 
they are mounted on Vavasseur carriages, and fit 
with singularly simple breech apparatus. The otber 
three heavy guos are Krupp's, 21 centimetres, about 
84 in. These lastare protected with a shield of en- 
tirely unique coustruction. It is of steel, and 
cominencing from the trunnion ring, sp 
out into a wide shelter, eufficient to accom- 
modate the entire gun detachment. ‘The sights are 
also under cover. The stern chaser bas a ‘single 
shield; the two bow-chasers are included within one. 
The torpedo apparatus is most complete. In addition 
to the two tubes opening ahead and astern, which 
are well above the surfuce of the water, there are 
six otbers in connection with the torpedo room, 

But the latest improvement which is observableoa 
board is the steel armored conning tower, fitted 
with Lord Armstrone’s patent telegraph and com- 
munications, for which a special royalty of £400 bas 
to be paid. Itisthe most perfect scheme for coa- 
ducting fighting operations that has ever come uao- 
der our notice. A motel for laying all the guosis 
promivently placed in front of the steering wheel, 
which is under personal command of the officer iu 
churge. On the left are tubes and telegraphs by 
which be can converse with the officer 1n command 
ot the gun detechment, and correct any mistakes 
observable in the laying of the guns. Then he can 
fire simultaneously if desirable, or siugly if prefer- 
red. All stations on board are also ian communaica- 
tion with this conning tower. Hence tre entire 
fighting power of the vessel, torpedoes and all in- 
cluded, is at the disposal of the offiver in command 
within the connivg tower. Another useful modifi- 
eatiou bas been effected iu these vessels. The von- 
ning tower, which is at the fout of the foremost 
figating mast, bas close to it the signal station, also 
protected with steel armor, so (that the signaller 
therein is absolutely secure, and close to the com- 
manding officer trom whom he receives and to 
whom he communicates outside signals. We 
strougly urge the adoption of these patent conning 
towers 4 all of our own vesse's of this cruiser class, 
They are invaluable if really strong enough. Some 
months ago, Col. Stirting, who commands the artil- 
lery in the Southern District, advocated in the Coi- 
ted Service lostitutiona the establisnment of asimi- 
lar system to that elaburated by Lord Armstrong 
in the two Chinese cruisers under consideration, to 
be applied to the various chains aud groups of forts 
which defend our dockyards, such being at preseut 
totally unconnected. 

He considered that the gun detachments in case- 
mates would be quite unable to see iv them after the 
first volleys were fired, and that the commanding 
officer on an elevated spot should have control of 
and communication with, not only his owa case- 
mates beneath, but witn the otber forts in bis own 
group, and that the surface of the adjicent water 
should be so mapped outin en elaborate plan, that 
by means of convergiog lines every hostile vessel 
approacting ehould be marked out as a prey by the 
shiacent guns. A conning tower, contrived some- 
what upeu the Elswick principle, should, we think, 
be applied to each of tbe prominent forts, urd the 
necessary chain of communications opened. As 
matters eltand at preseat, we believe that the most 
bopeless confusion would superveve in the event of 
an attack upon one uf our great naval stations. At 
Portsmouth, the forts are not even provided with 
adequate range-floders, and the sea-level forts of 
Plymouth and Milford Haven, and other places, are 
ip the same predicument. Some arrangement should 
surely be made for the periodical manning, manipu- 
lation, and firing of the guns in all these forts. At 
preseut the system is chaos, and there are no con- 
necting links to enable a com manding officer of the 
Royal Artillery to heve actual and absolute control 
over his several factors. 








FIGHTING FOR AN INVENTION, 


BenyaAmin ATHA and John Illingsworth, of the 
Newark Steel Company are engaged ina tigation 
that is of interest to steel manufacturers throughout 
the country. Itisa contest as to which shall have 
the patent for an improved method for moldimg 
steel ingots. it consists of keeping a continuous 
flow of the meta! into the molda,a machine for 
drawing the metal out of the moldsand clioping the 
1ogots being a prominent feature. Mr. Atha claims 
that he originated the idea and told his partner of 
it, and that the latter then ittempted to obtain a 
patent on it. Mr. Atha, bearing of this, filed a claim 
to the invention, when the Patent Office declared an 
“ interference” and ordered testimony taken, which 
is now being done. Mr. lllingsworch, on the other 
band, claims that he worked on the machine weeks 
before Mr. Atha spoke of it, and tbat he (Atha) 
could not invent the machine, as be knew nothing 
of that department. [t is probablethat the suit will 
cause a dissolution of ihe firm.—N. ¥. Times.

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AUTUMNAL MANG@UVRES. 


Tux Canteen Club held a regular meeting on 
Thursday evening, Sept. 8, at which Gen. Molineux 
opened the discussion upon autumnal manoeuvres. 
Gen. W. D. Whipple, U.S. A.; Gen. Wingate, Capt. 
A. P. Cooke, U. 8. N.; Lieut. E. R. Hills, 5th U. 8. 
Artillery, and Major Parker, of South Carolina, 
formerly of the Confederate service, took part in 
the debate.

SIGNAL SERVICE. 


A Boston despatch of Sept. 14 says: ‘‘ Lt. Wood- 
ruff, an inspector of the Signal Service, was in Bos- 
teu to-day makiny an official inspection of tbe sta- 
tion in th ~» eraid: *It will be of iuterest to 
the public to know that the station on the top of 
Mount Washington is to be discontinued. It has 
been interesting to watch the atmospheric changes 
at that atation, but they are of httle or no practical 
benefit to the rest of the district. The altitude is so 
great that the changes there rarely affect the lower 
atmospheric strata. The wind might be blowinga 
hurricane at the summit of the mountain while a 
dead calm prevailed at the base. 1 suppose the sta- 
uuon will be run in the summer season, say from May 
to September, inclusive, to accommodate summer 
visitors to the mountains, but it seems to be a need- 
less expense to maintain it during the winter. It is 
a most uncomfortable place to spend the winter in, 
and [ guess the operators won't regret leaving it 
during thac part of the year. i suppose this action 
will surprise a good many people, but really when 
_ come to think of it you will see that the reports 

rom that station are more as curiosities thau 
as being of any practical benefit. Speaking of the 
talked of introduction of the electrometer, Lieut.

SHOULD THEY HAVE EXTRA DUTY PAY? 


I see it stated that the Surgeon-General in his 
annual report to the Secretary of War will recom- 
mend that extra duty Pay, be given to the privates 
of the Hospital Corps. hy this? Their duties 
are much lighter and their treatment in every way 
much better than privates of the line enjoy. 

The a used by the Su n-General in 
support of his proposed recommendation is that the 
men required for this class of service must possess a 
higher d of intelligence than the ordinary sol- 
dier; that he must have special training fora special 
kind of service, or, in other words, that they must be 
experts. Granting this to be good reasoning, the 
fact still remaios that the men are not uired to 
perform ney / extra duty. They enlist specially for 
tne service they are required to perform and if the 
pay they receive for euch service is not commensur- 
ate with the work ormed, then let Congress be 
asked to increase pay, not to provide extra pay 
where there is no extra duty performed. R. 





THE STATE TROOPS. 


THE CREEDMOOR MEETING. 
THE fifteenth annual fall prize meeting of the Na-

A VES:EL bas just been launched at the imperial 
duckyard at Wilhelmshaven which marks a new de- 
parrure in German naval arcbitecture. It is the 
cruiser Swallow, whose dimensions are: Length, 62 
metres; breadth, 9.36 metres, and depth, 5.60 metres, 
the tonnage being 1,300 tons.
